enn merchant, were all that her Majesty had
power to do under the circnmstances; they
were complete and emphatic expressions
hor feelings, and ay such were appreciated
by Mr. PPeabody and by the world at Invge,

As soon 6s the death of Mr. Peabody
anuounced the Queen made haste to show her

deep regrvet and her respect for his momory,
by ordering that bis funeral services should
be performed in Westminster Abbey, and that
Lis remains should be interved in the royal
vault natil their transmission to Ameriea, It
is doubtful whethor snch honovs as these have
ever been conferred upon a foreigner befove
in Logland, much less npon o simple citizen,
But this American had a royal sonl. aund, in
his enlightened philanthropy and practical
bell(‘rolcnco. in the bhestowal of his immenss
wealth for the bemefit of his less fortunate
fellow-creatures.
